SKETCH OF “MARK TWAIN” . 
-AND ESTIMATE OF HIS WORK 
The mere chronology of Mark 
Twein’s life is soon told. Like most 


dwellers in the imagination, his sig-. 


nificance to posterity lies not, as with 
men of action, in how he wrought 
upon events, but rather in how events 
wrought upon him; for from such re- 
actions resulted his imaginative out- 
put—one of the most considerable of 


his time and, as it now seems, one of 


the securest. Briefly, then, Mr. Twain 
was born Samue}. Langhorne Clemens 
in Florida, Missour!, on November 30, 
1835 eS 

“My parents.” he writes, in his own 
burlesque autobiography, “were 
neither very poor nor conspicuously 
honest.” The earliest ancestor the 
Twains have any record of was a 
friend of the family by the name of 
Higgins. “The county chronicles have 
it that the elder Clemens failed in 
business and died, leaving his son, the 
ample world to make his fortune in.” 

As a River Pilot. 

Accordingly, Mark Twain’s acquaint- 
ance with literature began in putting 
words into type, not ideas into words. 
Educated only in the public schools, 
he was apprenticed to a printer at 
18, and worked at his trade in 8t. 
Louis, Cinecinnatl,. Philadelphia and 
New York until at 18 he could gratify 


a bovish ambition to become cub to} 


a@ Mississippi River pilot. Both these 
happenings reacted profoundly on his 
later life. 


ince his‘ iliness began, however, the 
doctors had cut down Mark Twain's 
Gaily allowance of 20 cigars and 
countless pipes to four cigars 4 day. 


No deprivation was a greater sorrow 
to him. He tried to smoke on the 
steamer while returning from Ber- 
muda; and only gave it up because he 
was too feeble to draw on his pipe. 
Even on his death bed, when he had 
passed the point of speech, and it was 
no longer certain that his ideas were 
jucid, he would make the motion of 
waiving a cigar and smiling, expel 
empty air from under the moustache 
still stained with smoke. 
| Died at Outpost of Methodism. 

Where Mark Twain chose to spend 
his declining years was the first out- 
post of Methodism in New England, 
‘and it was among the hills of Redding 
that General ‘Israe} Putnam, of the 
revolutionary war, mustered his sparse 
ranks. Putnam park now encloses the 
memory of his camp. 

Mark Twain first heard of it at the 
‘dinner given him on his seventieth 
birthday, when a fellow guest who 
iwved.there, mentioned its beauties and 
a aeap-amne was a vacant house | 
adjoining. his own... “I.think you may 
buy that old house for me,” said Mark 
Twain. : 

Sherwood Place was the delectable 
name of that old house, and where it 
stood Mark Twain reared the white 
walls of the Italian villa, he first 
mamed “Innocence at Home,” but a! 
first experience of what a New Eng-'! 
Jand winter storm can be in its whitest ! 
fury. quickly caused him to christen 
ft anew “Stormfield.” 

The Innocent at Home. 

Through the Janes about his place 
the “Innocent at Home” loved to 
Wander in his white flannel for home- 
ly gossip with the neighbors. They re- 
member him best as one who above all 
things loved a good listener, for Mark 
was a mighty talker, stored with 
fairy tales for the little maids he 
adored, and racier, ruder speech for 
more stalwart, masculine ears. 

Last summr the walks began to 
falter; last fall they ceased for good. 
The death of H. H. Rogers, a close 
friend, was a severe blow. The death 
of his daughter, Jean, who was seized 
with an attack of epilepsy last fall. 
while in her bath, was an added blow, 
from which he never recovered. It! 
Was then that the stabbing pains *in 
the heart began. Mark Twain died as 
truly as it can be said of any man of a 
broken heart. 

Last Bit of Literary Work. 

“The last bit of literary work he did 
‘Was a chapter of his unfinished auto- 
biography describing his daughter 
Jean’s death. He sought diversion in 
Bermuda, where he was the guest of 
the American vice consul, William H. 
Alien, whose young daughter, Helen, 
acted as amanuensis for what few let- 
ters he cared to dictate. 

His. winter was gay and happy. 
--When he heard of the successive 
Goaths of his two friends, William M. 
Laffan, of The Sun, and R. W. Gilder, 
editor of The Century, he said sadly: 

“How fortunate they are; no good 
fortune of that kind ever comes to me.”

His knowledge of river life, acquir- 
ed when he was a pilot, took form in 
Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn and 
Life on the  Mississipp!, regarded 
abroad as his surest title to fame. It 
even suggested his pseudonym, for 
“Mark Twain” ig a linesman’s cry to 
the pilot when the boat gets Into 
shellow water. And his famillarity 
with printing turned him naturally 
first into newspaper work, then into 
creative writing and finally tnto the 
publishing business, wherein, like Sir 
Walter Scott, he suffered a bankrupt- 
cy disastrous to evervthing but his 
honor, and like Sir Walter, again, paid 
off by his pen debts not of his own 
making 

In due time Mark Twain became 
a fullfledged pilot. He tells the rest 
himself, tn a chapter of Life on the 
Mississippi. 

He Becomes a Miner. 

“By and bv the war came, commerce 
was suspended, my occupation was 
gone. I had to seek another liveli- 
hood. 80 ¥ became a silver miner in 
Nevada; next, a gold miner in Cali- 
fornia; next, a reporter in San Fran- 
cisco; next, a spéctial correspondent 
in the Sandwich Islands; next, e rov- 
ing correspondent in Europe and the 
East; next, an instructional | torch- 
bearer on the lecture platform and 
fineliy, I became a scribbler of books, 
and an immovable fixture among the 
cther rocks of New England.” 

This was in 1872, two years after 
he had married Miss Olivia L. Lang- 
don, of Elmira, N. Y., who brought 
him an independent fortune. At that 
time, his writings were in fFrowing 
demand, he had an assured income, 


owned his home and seemed indeed a |

an author and his acquaintance with 
the mechanics of the publishing trade 
—besides being a practical printer, he 
had been part owner of The Buffalo 
Express before his marriage—drew 
Lim into the firm of C. u. Webster & 
Company, publishers. The firm brought 
out the memoirs of General Grant ana 
paid his widow $350,000, but its pros- 
Pperity was short-lived, and it failed 
with lablflities of $96,000. The faflure 
had already sucked in $65,000 of Mark 
Twain’s cash, but he determined also 
to shoulder the debts, and to pay them 
off he undertook in 1895-96 a lecture 
trip around the world. 
How Mark Twain Worked. 

Mark Twain was an_ inveterate 
smoker and one of the most leisurely 
men in the world. An old pressman 
in an 
office where Mark was editorial writ. 
er, tellg this anecdote of his habits of 
work: 

“One of my duties was to sweep th« 
room where editors worked. Every 
day Mark would give me a nickel! tc 
Ket away from him. He would rathe 
die in the dust than uncross his legs 
One day he gave me a nickel to dot 
a ‘i’ in his-copy for him. He certain- 
ly did enjoy life, that man did.” 

Yet this easy-going dawdler acquit- 
ted himsetf of a prodigious deal of 
work in his life, and bound himself 
voluntarily to pay off debts that he 
could have discharged without hurt to 
his good name by passing through 
bankruptcy. He did not practice as 
he preached. 

“It don’t make no difference,”’ he had 
Huck. Finn say, ‘“‘whether you do right 
Or wrong, @ person’s conscience ain't 
got no sense,-and just goes for him 
anyway. If’ I*had a-yaller dog that 
didn't Knew no more than a person's 
conscience did, I'd pizen him.

Washington, April 21.—On the oc- 
casion of his last visit to the national 
capital, which was in December, Mark 
Twain appeared in tne halls of con- 
gress on a cold winter’s day dressed 
in a suit of cream colored flannel. 
When asked why he was wearing 
white on such a day, the aged humor- 
ist replied: “This is not a suit. It is 
a uniform. It is the uniform of the 
American Association of Purity and 
Perfection, of which I: am president, 
secretary, treasurer and the only man 
in the United States eligible for mem- 
bership.” 

Tribute of George Ade.

CITY OFFICIALS 
MAY BE PENSIONED 


Council May Pension 
Public SchoolTeachers 
and City Employees. 


A pension for city hall employees and 
for the public school teachers is the 
next move that will be made to take 
care of public officials who have 
served the city many years and are 
forced to retire because of old age. 

The movement has been started be- 
cause the mayor and general council 
have approved the pensioning of police- 
men and firemen, and the position is 
being taken that if the city govern- 
ment thinks it right to provide for 
firemen and policemen because of valu- 
able service, the same care should be 
taken of other public servants who 
have given the best years of their life 
to the public. 

A resolution will be introduced in 
council at its next meeting which will 
call for a charter amendment so the 
city can provide a system of pensions 
for city hall employees and teachers 
in public schools. 

In the past many policemen and fire- 
men have been turned off because they 
were no longer physically able to per- 
form their official duties, and hence 
came the plan to pension them. 

It is equaliy true that in the past 
many city hali attaches and many of 
the teachers in the public schools have 
been forced to retire after they had 
served faithfully and well the city for 
many years. 

All of this will be stated on the floor 
of council by the advocates of the pen- 
sioning of these officials and teachers. 

It is believed that the charter 
amendment will be asked for and that 
a general system of pensioning all of- 
ficials will be adopted, instead of a 
system that applies to only certain of 
the city’s servants.

Jefferson, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)— 


An interesting feature of the occasion 
of the unveiling of the shaft to Dr. 
Crawford W. Long’s memory was the 
receipt of a letter from Dr. George Foy, 
the eminent Irish physician and cham- 
pion of the Georgia doctor's claims to 
the discovery of ether anaesthesia. The 
letter was sent to Mrs. Bartow, a 
daughter of Dr. Long, and was mailed 
to reach her before the date of the 
unveiling of the. monument to her 
father. Significant also, that a dis- 
tinguished English physician, Dr. 
Woods Hutchinson, now of Asheville, 
N. C., was also on the program today— 
thus presenting the testimony of the 
three English-speaking races to the 
service of the Georgia doctor. Dr. 
Foy's letter to Mrs. Bartow is as fol- 
lows: 

“Dublin, Ireland, 26th March, 1910.— 
Dear Mrs. Bartow: You must be won- 
dering if I am alive, and, if so, what 
has happened. Just before 1 do so, let 
me sincerely apologize for deiay in an- 
swering your letter and acknowledging 
the photographs. 

“From day to day I put off writing 
until I could get over to London and 
once more meet the anaesthetists of 
the principal hospitals, and by word of 
mouth clear up any obscurities that 
they might wish further informatoin 
on.

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP

Emperor William, realizing the 
enormous importance which subma- 
rine cables are destined to play in 
the next great war in which Germany 
happens to be involved, appreciating, 
moreover, the fact that almost the 
entire network of submarine teleg- 
raphy is in non-German hands (it is 
mostly controlled by Great Britain), 
has devoted a considerable amount of 
study to the landing places and sta- 
tlons of these various cables, with 
the idea of discounting at the very 
outset of the hostilities, by systematic 
and sudden attacks on the stations 
and landing places of these cables, the 
advantage which the foe might hope 
to derive from their control. 

It is with this object in view that 
the kaiser has recently been station- 
ing consuls and vice vonsuls, either 
at these cable stations, or at points 
in their immediate vicinity, at places, 
for instance, such as St. Helena, As- 
cension, the Seychelle Islands, etc.; 
also in the Shetiand Islands, which 
are of no commercial importance, and 
where there is no German trade ,and 
there are no openings for German 
commerce, such as tO warrant the 
maintenance there of a _ well-paid 
consular official. 

If I mention this, it is merely to 
show how exceedingly wide awake is 
the German emperor, and how, like 
Field Marshal Moltke, from whom he 
received much of his military training, 
he is careful to make ,every prepara- 
tion in advance for the war which con- 
tinues to loom on the horizon, giving 
his personal attention to every detail. 


Her Father-in-Law Loses. 

Viscountess Maitland is so weil 
known in this country, not only as 
a frequent visitor, but also as a clev- 
er minitaturist, that there are many 
who will be interested to learn that the 
supreme court Of appeals (that is to 
say, the law lords of the house of 
lords, sitting in judgment under the 
presidency of the lord high chancellor) 
has decided against the claims of her 
father-in-law, the earl of Lauderdale, 
to the office of hereditary standard 
bearer of the crown of Scotland. The 
decision, which is final, and from 
which there can be no further ap- 
peal, vests this ancient office in 
Scrymgeour-Weddorburn,. of 
Birkhill, Fife. 

The office of standard bearer ot 
Scotland dates from the thirteenth 
century, when it was bestowed by 
King Alexander of Scotland upon a 
Sir Alexander Carron, for a deed of 
valor, which likewise won for him 
from the king the surname of Scrym- 
geour, or “the Skirmisher.” His de- 
scendants seem to have dropped the 
name of Carron, and to have retained 
that of Scrymgeour, as more dis- 
tinguished and historic. By an act of 
parliament passed in Scotland in 1455, 
the choice was further confirmed in 
the family of Scrymgeour of Dudhope,

| Maitland, of Hatton, who afterwards 


and the crown was expressly _pro- 
hibited from alienating it, or from 
conferring it upon anyone else, as long 
as a Scrymgeour remained. 

Charles I. created the Scrymgeour

tormed by Charles II. into earl of Dun- 
dee. This Lord Dundee died in 1668, | 
without issue, and the family repre- | 
sentation passed to John Scrymgeour 
of Kirkton.

But the duke of Lauderdale, one of 
the most unscrupulous statesmen of 
the day, represented, to Charles II. that ! 
the male line of the Scrymgeéours of 
Dudhope had become extinct, and se- 
cured from the king a grant of the 
office of royal standard bearer of Seot- 


became earl of Lauderdale, and from 
whom the present Lord Lauderdale, 
and his son and heir Viscount Mait- 
land, are lineally descended. 

Now the first earl of Lauderdale 
was subsequently deprived of his hon- 
ors and offices by the court of ses- 
sions at Edinburgh, for fraud, as 
master of the mint, and it was con- 
tended that the dignity of hereditary 
standard bearer was among those for- 
feited. This contention was denied by 
the high court of Scotland, which held 
that the office was not forfeited | 
when Charles Maitland, earl of Laud- 
erdale, was deprived of his other dig. | 
nities, and that while the methods by | 
which the standard-bearership had 
been obtained for him by his uncle tne 
duke might be questionable, yet that 
the patent, having been made out in 
his favor by the king, and the office 
transmitted in legitimate descent, the 
present Lord Lauderdale was the only 
person entitled thereto. 


The lord high chancellor, however, 
and the house of lords, basing them- 
selves on the act of parliament of | 
1456, declared that King Charles had} 
no right whatsoever to confer the } 
honor of standard bearer upon Charles. 
Maitiand, first earl of Lauderdale, as/ 
long as any member of the Scrymgeour 
family remained ajive; and that, since 
the family was not extinct, and that 
Henry Scrymgeour-Wedderburn can 


show an unbroken line of déscent from . 


the original grantee of fhe dignity, | 
away back in the thirteenth century, 
it is he, and not Lord Lauderdale, who 
is the only lawful standard bearer of 
the sovereign for Scotland. He owes 
the additional name of Wedderburn to

‘cotton goods. 


And through that fight 
they have become the most valuable 
asset that the grower has, and will 
continue to be, because their interests 
lie not in developing England and the 
east, but in the development of the 
south, where their capital is invested. 

Let the gotton growers but stand by 
the southern spinners. and we will 
have a eombination that can and will 
control the price of the crop. It is not 
to the politiciang that the south has 


to look for her future prosperity, but 
to her farms and her mills, the one de- 


pendent upon the other. Let the spin- 
ners know that the growers appreciate 
their efforts and are in cooperation 
with them. And when the coalition 
between the farms and the mills is 
complete, then we will have a solid 
south that will be of some practicable 
benefit, and we will obtain that posi- 
tion of eminence and respect that is 
the dearest dream of every southern 
heart, and for which we have so long 
sought.

VERDI'S GREATEST OPERA 
HAS INTERESTING HISTORY

“Aida,” Verdi's Egyptian opera that 
will be sung in this city by the 
Metropolitan Opera Company May 4, 
was written for Ismael Pacha, khedive 
of Egypt, and was produced by him at 
his new opera house in Cairo on Sun- 
day night, December 24, 1871. 

The khedive made overtures to Verdi 
to write for the inauguration of the 
theater an Egyptian opera. He asked 
the composer to state his price for the 
work. Verdi wrote to a pupil, M. 
Musio, requesting his advice as to 
charges. 

Musio advised the master to charge 
$20,000 for the score and $5,000 extra 
if he had to go to Cairo and help 
Stage the production. This in effeci 
was what Verdi wrote, and the offer 
was immediately accepted. Musio re- 
ceived the extra $5,000, for he super- 
intended the staging of “Aida” in 
Cairo. 

The first night audience was one 
of the most brilliant ever seen in the 
East. The khedive, with the women 
of his harem, occupied three boxes and 
a number of prominent Europeans 
were present. The critics declared the 
opera the most magnificent that had 
ever come from the pen of Verdi.

New Orleans, La. April 21.—In an 
official order issue@ tohight by com- 
mand of Genera] Clement A. Evans, 
commander-in-chief, .General Wethan 
E. Mickel, adjutant general and chief 
of staff of the United Confederate 
Veterans, takes official cognizance of 
the death of General Samuel G, 
French, 

The order says: 
has fallen upon the cause § of the 
United Confederate Veterans; another 
sorrow has come to southern firesides; 
another Christian patriot has gone to 
join the great army of heroes on the 
cther shore. Samuel G. French, the 
oidest surviving major genera] of the 
Confederate States of America, died 
at hig home at Flor@la yesterday. : He 
was born November 22, 1818; and was 
therefore in his ninety-third year. 

“General French graduated-from the 
West Point Military Academy in 1843 
and at once entered the United States, 
army and remained in it unti] 1866, 
when he resigned with the rank of 
captain. He was in all the leading 
battles of the war with Mexico. On 
the breaking out of the war between 
the states he was made colonel: and 
chief of ordnance by the atate of 
Mississippi, but October 23, 1861, he 
was transferred to the army of, the 
Confederate States with the rank of 
brigadier general, and wag promoted 
to major general August 31, 1862. He © 
served in both the A, M. V. and the 
A. Tenn., taking part with conspicu- 
ous gallantry in many serious engage- 
ments. He defeated General McPher- 
ao at Altoona on Kennesaw.

Demand Caused by Bears Who 
Had Been Selling Freely 
Bought to Cover. 


New York, April 21.—The stock mar- 
ket today was relieved, to some extent, 
from the active weakness which sent 
prices rapidly downward the day be- 
fore. The profound dullness which 
overcame the dealings at the 
vanced level of prices was a more 
striking feature than the recovery 
itself and had its effect in begetting 
distrust of the recuperative power of 
the market. The demand which car- 
ried prices upward was ascribed to the 
bear element in the speculation, which 
had been selling stocks freely since 
the opening of the week and which 
saw profits accrued on the short side 
by buying to cover. There was no 
more positive factor discoverable in 
the buying A pause in the liquida- 
tion in rubber shares in the London 
market relieved anxiety, to some ex- 
tent, of an immediate collapse in the 
unstable position growing out of the 
wild speculation there, but the con- 
viction remains unaltered that the 
pricking of that bubble must come and 
with danger of damage to other re- 
lated financial markets. 

The rubber craze in London and the 
inflation of credits presumably ac- 
companying it are believed to be re- 
lated to the solicitude manifested by 
the Bank of England to continue the 
accumulation of gold reserve. The 
greatly strengthen position revealed 
by the bank in th 
day was accomplished py drawing, in 
open market, resources as well as by 
imports of gold by payment of a prem- 
ium over the market price. The in- 
creased control of the money market 
thus effected puts the bank in a posl- 
tion to m3ke its own discount rate ef- 
fective should the governors elect to 
advance the rate. The private dis- 
count rate in London hardened today 
in spite of the notable recuperation 
of the Bank of England. Furthermore, 
additional gold was engaged in New 
York for sripment to London on Satur- 
day with the prospect of a continu- 
ance of the movement. 

The unresponsiveness of the New 
York call money rate to this move- 
ment is looked upon with some suspic- 
icn. The controller’s abstract of 
national bank reports as of March 29 
€isclosed the heavily expanded state 
of bank loans the country over. The 
increased loan item since the preceding 
report of January 31 reaches $202,- 
689.719, the New York Clearing House 
banks being responsible for but $23,- 
336,400 loan increase in that period. 
The comparison with a year ago, on 
April 28, shows loans increased for the 
whole country $468,982,325, while legal 
tender holdings have been reduced 
$43,661,401. On March 26 New York 
clearing house bank loans were less 
than $100,000,000 in excess of those in 
the last week of April, 1909. The 
heavy requirements thus revealed on 
the intericr banks are held to ac- 
count for the spirit of reserve mani- 
fest in the New York money market 
at the present time. 

A factor in holding the speculation 
in check is a desire to await the re- 
sponse of the market to the dividend 
action on United States Steel next 
Tuesday. The market response to the 
action is considered of more_ im- 
portance, from a speculative stand- 
point, than the action itself. Con- 
servatipe dividend action and support 
for the stock in the market might 
reassure sentiment where a liveral 
dividend coupled withfreeselling of 
the stock woild be regarded as a high- 
ly unpropitious cmen. -.The discussion 
of reducing pig iron production was 
responsible for a break in Great North- 
ern Ore crtificates in today’s market.

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Counties Cannot Trans- 
_ fer for Cash. 


Contracts Calling for Cash Con- 
sideration, Some of Which 
Have Already Been Made Ac- 
cording to Report, Will Not 
Be Approved by Commission. 


Under the present convict law no 
county in the state is authorized to 
transfer its convicts to another county 


for a cash consideration. 

That feature of the new law which 
was enacted with the abolition of the 
old convict leaSe system, is not gen- 
erally understood, and in a few 
counties of the state the opinion pre- 
vails that if a county does not desire 
to work its quota of convicts it may 
transfer them to another county and 
receive a stipulated sum of money in 
exchange. 

This question was put up to Chair- 
man G. R. Hutchens, of the prison 
commission, and he ruled that any 
transfer of convicts for cash will be 
fn violation of law and would, in ef- 
fect, revive the old system of leasing 
convicts, which is now extinct. The 
chairman was sustained in his ruling 
by Attorney General John C. Hart, 
who was asked to give his Opinion of 
the interpretation of the law on that 
point. 

Chairman Hutchens states that any 
eounty may transfer its convicts and 
receive work on its roads in exchange 
therefore or it may transfer its con- 
victs to another county without any 
consideration whatsoever, but there 
must be no exchange of money. 

-In some of the counties, it is said, 
transfer contracts calling for a cash 
consideration, have already been made, 
but these contraets will not be ap- 
proved by the commission and will be 
turned down whenever they are pre- 
sented.

MISTRIAL RESULTS 
IN REYNOLDS CASE 


Cedartown School Fight 
Is Still On. 


Life or Death of Many Schools 
of Georgia Depend Upon the 
Outcome of This Case--A Bit- 
ter Contest. 


Cedartown, Ga., April 21.—(SpecialL; 
The case of the state against A. F. 
Reynolds, charged with assault and 
battery in the city court of Polk 
county, resulted in a mistrial. 

This case is one of several that 
grew out of friction between the man- 
agement of Piedmont Institute, of 
Rockmart, and some of the patrons of 
the school on account of a charge of 
10 cents a month incidental fees, pay- 
able in advance. 

On account of the origin of the caes 
and the interest of the people in the 
welfare. of the schoo] the courthouse 
has been filled. with witnesses and 
visitors, including both ‘men and 
women. 

How Fight Started. 

It appears that some time after 
Christmas of 1909, the authorities of 
Piedmont Institute decided to make a 


fees to be used for buying coal, crayon, 
janitor’s pay, etc. 

There was no county public school 
building in Rockmart and it had been 
the custom of county school commis- 
sioner to contract with the princi- 
pal of the grammar school department 
of Piedmont Institute to conduct and 
operate the public school of Rockmart 
and vicinity; paying the county school 
money therefor during the authorized 
public school months. 

The management of the institute 
sought to enforce in the public school 
department of the instite, which was 
under the management of R. A. Kirton, 
the collection of the incidental fees 
from the patrons whose children were 
in the public school department. To 
this a number of the patrons objected 
and some refused to«pay the incidental 
charges. 

Decision of Management. 

The management of the schoo] then 
decided that all those who did not pay 
fees should: be placed in a separate 
room with a separate teacher and if 
coal, chalk and fires. were had,.- the 
parents would have to supply them. 
When the authorities of the school 
undertook to enforce the measure of 
placing the children whose parents had 
not paid the fees in the room prepared 
for them, A. F. Reynolds, one of the 
defaulting parents, appeared upon the 
scene and got into a dispute with Pro- 
fessor Kirton, the principal of the pub- 
lic school department, which resulted 
in a first fight, in which Reynolds got 
the worst of the matter at the hands 
of Kirton. Superintendent J. R. Speer 
undertook to stop the row and suc- 
ceeded in getting a’ bruised face at 
the hands of Reynolds. 

Soon after the fight warrants pro 
and con were issued and arrests and 
bonds were made to await the actions 
of the courts. This is the first of the 
criminal cases to be tried that grew 
out of *the difficulty. In addition to the 
¢eriminal charges a civil suit grew out 
of the institute troubles. 

To Divorce School Funds and Institute. 

After the fight at the school building 
the patrons who demurred to the incli- 
dental fee charged, got together, em- 
ployed an attorney who drew a bill 
in equity, asking that the county 
school commissioners and county 
school board of education be restrain- 
ed and perpetually enjoined from pay- 
ing any of the county funds to the in- 
stitute, alleging that the same was 


North Georgia Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal] Church, South, and 
therefore it was not lawful for $#the 
School to receive any benefits from 
public school funds.
